THE  LAMP  STILL  SHINES 

The  handful  of  immigrants  who  ar- 
rived here  from  Bremerhaven  on  Mon- 
day would  scarcely  have  been  noticed 
during  the  years  of  our  great  migra- 
tions: the  years  1905,  1906,  1907,  1910, 
1913  and  1914,  for  example,  during 
each  of  which  more  than  a  million 
Europeans  were  landed  in  American 
ports.  They  are  noticed  now  because 
they  are  the  survivors  of  the  Nazi 
persecution,  brought  here  by  a  Presi- 
dential order  of  last  December  intended 
to  fill  the  quotas  from  the  areas  of 
greatest  need.  They  include  children 
who  do  not  remember  their  martyred 
'parents  and  young  people  who  spent 
their  formative  years  among  the  deep 
damnations  of  the  prison  camps.  They 
may  find  here  an  overflowing  kindness 
that  did  not  greet  the  earlier  and  more 
numerous  arrivals.  There  can  be  no 
hearts  hard  enough  to  deny  them  the 
chance  for  health  and  work,  for  educa- 
tion and  success. 

We  may  never  return  to  the  old  days 
when  Emma  Lazarus  wrote  her  in- 
scription for  the  Statue  of  Liberty: 

Give  me  your  tired,  your  poor, 
Your  huddled   masses  yearning  to 

breathe  free.  .  .  . 
I  lift   my  lamp  beside   the  golden 

door. 

Mass  migrations  are  no  cure  for  the 
world's  ills.  If  the  huddled  masses  of 
Europe  do  not  breathe  free  no  open 
door  here  will  save  humanity.  But,  in 
the  words  President  Tiuman  used  last 
December,  "common  decency  and  the 
fundamental  comradeship  of  all  human 
beings"  do  require  us  to  do  what  we 
can.  If  we  admit  some  of  the  most 
sinned-against  of  Hitler's  victims  we 
make  no  great  sacrifice.  Some  of  the  . 
children  who  arrived  on  Monday  may  ' 
be  among  our  most  useful  citizens  a 
decade  or  two  hence.  Some  of  the 
children  of  the  older  newcomers  may 
be  among  the  nation's  leaders.  In  wel- 
coming these  refugees,  of  sixteen  na- 
tionalities, and  others  still  to  come,  we 
brighten  a  little  our  own  future.  Some 
of  the  old  warmth  and  confidence 
comes  back.  The  lamp  still  shines.

Inquiry  Clears  Medical  Staff 
In  Death  of  Bride  Ship  Babies 


WASHINGTON,  June  5  (/P).— 
An  investigating  board  reported  to 
the  War  Department  today  that 
"lax  sanitary  methods  employed 
by  the  mothers"  may  have  contrib- 
uted to  the  tragedy  of  eight  baby 
deaths  on  the  bride  ship  Zebulon 
B.  Vance. 

"No  misconduct  or  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  staff 
aboard  the  vessel  contributed  in' 
any  v/ay  to  the  cause  or  spread  of 
the  illness,  nor  were  any  members 
of  the  medical  staff  intoxicated  at 
any  time  during  the  voyage  as 
alleged  by  several  of  the  passen- 
gers," Said  the  report. 

"On  the  contrary,  if  a  break  in 
lechnique  was  a  contributing 
cause,  it  undoubtedly  was  occa- 
sioned by  the  lax  sanitary  meth- 
ods employed  by  the  mothers  in 
rie  care  of  the  infants."

New  York  May  20  after  a  13-day 
voyage  from  Le  Havre,  France. 
Called  to  testify  before  the  board 
which  investigated  the  baby  deaths 
were  members  of  the  ship's  med- 
ical staff,  doctors  and  nurses,  pas- 
sengers, U.  S.  Public  Health  au- 
thorities and  New  York  port  of 
embarkation  officials. 

This  board,  which  sat  in  New 
York,  was  composed  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Edwin  T.  Miller  of  the 
Army  Transportation  Corps,  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Thayer  Chapman 
of  the  Inspector  General's  Divi- 
sion; Captain  Lawrence  I.  Michel, 
Medical  Corps,  and  Dr.  Roy  E. 
Bodet,  medical  director  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service,  quarantine 
service  at  Staten  Island. 

As  a  result  of  its  investigations, 
the  board  recommended  that  no 
infant  under  one  year  be  embarked 
from  the  European  theater,  and 
that  more  thorough  physical  ex- 
aminations be  given  mothers  and 
iQfants  before  they  sail.

An  Admission  of  Fear 


?  SeesU.S.BecomingTotalitarian 
to  Fight  Totalitarianism 

I  .  CAPE  MAY,  N.  J.,  June  24.— 
Clarence  E.  Pickett,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee ,told  some  2,500  Quakers  at 
the  Friends'  general  conference 
here  today  that  the  world  is  en- 
gulfed in  a  mania  of  fear  and  in- 
security. He  added  that  "not 
since  the  Colonial  days  have  we 
in  America  felt  so  insecure,  al- 
though we  have  just  emerged  vic- 
torious from  the  war." 

Mr.  Pickett  described  the  Bikini 
Atoll  atom  bomb  test  as  a  "demon- 
stration of  our  strength"  but  said 
it  was  also  "an  admission  of  our 
weakness  and  fear." 

He  called  upon  Quakers  to  dis- 
pel "this  mania  of  fear  through 
Christian  brotherhood"  and  urged 
them  "not  to  allow  ourselves  to  be 
caught  up  in  this  fear." 

"In  the  process  of  trying  to  stop 
totalitarianism  in  Germany  and  in 
trying  to  get  ourselves  terribly 
afraid  of  totalitarianism  in  Rus- 
sia, we  are  in  effect  saying  we  will 
become  totalitarian  ourselves  if 
necessary  to  fight  it."

Hired  Space  Going  Up  in 
New  Leases 


Govarnor  Tobin.  who  moved  swiftly  to 
protect  the  residential  rentpayers  of 
Massachusetts  when  the  OPA  went  out 
of  existence,  found  yesterday  that  the 
State  government  itself  is  being  called 
upon  to  pay  higher  rents  tor  quarters 
it  is  occupying  in  commercial  buildings. 

Some  of  the  property-owners  who  rent 
space  to  State  departments  are  asking 
as  much  as  50  per  cent  increases,  it  w-as 
disclosed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Council  when  approval  was  sought  on  a 
number  of  leases. 

Commercial  rents  were  not  frozen 
under  the  old  OPA  regulations  and 
neither  are  they  affected  by  the  Cover 
nor's  executi^e  order,  which  outlawed 
boosts  on  residential  property  and  pre- 
vented evictions  of  tenants.

16,000  Brides  of  G.  I.s 
Have  Entered  the  U.  S. 

16,000  Immigrants  Admitted 
First  5  Months  of  '46 

WASHINGTON.  Aug.  7  (;P).— 
'pie  Justice  Department  said  today 
;hat  46,000  G.I.  brides  plus  12,000 
)f  their  children  have  entered  the 
United  States. 

The  largest  number — more  than 
22,000 — came  from  England. 

An  additional  16,000  immigrant 
aliens  were  admitted  in  the  first 
five  months  of  this  year,  a  depart 
ment  official  told  a  reporter. 

This  figure  includes  2,911  refu 
gees  admitted  since  April  1  under 
the  displaced-persons  program 
They  include  Austi'ians,  Belgians, 
French,  Estonians,  Greeks  and 
Hungarians. 

The  Immigration  Service  expects 
some  1,200  refugees  a  month  from 
now  on.  About  3,900  are  eligible  to 
coipe  each  month  under  the  quota 
system,  but  transportation  difficul- 
ties keep  the  quota  from  being 
flUled. 

In  1941,  the  last  peace-time  year, 
36,200  immigrants  were  admitted, 
against  a  quota  for  all  countries  of 
153.774.

RECENTLY,  on  this  page. 
Brooks  Atkinson  made  some 
very  sensible  remarks  "in  praise 
of  plain  writing."  I  liked  his  em- 
phasis on  the  fact  that  writing  is 
primarily  an  aspect  of  living — a 
truth  that  too  many  young 
writers  have  insufficiently 
grasped.  Essentially,  writing  is  a 
transfer  of  experience,  either  in- 
ner or  outer,  or  a  combination  of 
both.  No  writing  that  is  not  one 
of  these  is  worth  the  trouble  of 
reading,  except  at  those  times 
when  one  reads  merely  for  dis- 
traction— and  that,  I  am  ready  to 
admit,  is  most  of  the  time  for 
most  of  us  today,  when  we  have 
ished  with  the  morning's  news- 
per. 

We  like  to  think  of  ours  as  a 
time  in  which  plain  writing  and 
plain  speaking  are  better  appre- 
ciated than  they  were  in  some  pe- 
riods of  the  past.  We  are  proud 
of  the  fact  that  Fourth  of  July 
oratory  no  longer  pleases  us,  and 
we  consider  it  something  gained 
that  our  literary  pundits  no 
longer  write  like  Dr.  Johnson. 
We  pride  ourselves  on  our  readi-' 
ness  to  call  a  spade  a  spade.  And 
yet,  are  we  not  guilty  of  some 
strange  contradictions  of  that  at- 
Utude  ? 

I^'^N  some  of  the  most  serious 
Fmatters  that  concern  our  period, 
l^we  seem  ready  to  go  to  any 
i  lengths  to  avoid  plain  speaking. 
^George  Orwell,   whose  "Animal 
Farm"  has  brought  the  blessed 
release  of  injecting  humor  into 
the    discussion    of  totalitarian 
aims  and  methods,  recently  con- 
tributed to  the  English  magazine 
Horizon  an  article  on  "Politics 
and  the  English  Language."  Quite 
properly,  he  pointed  out  that,  in 
our  time,  a  good  part  of  political 
speech  and  writing  is  devoted  to 
the  defense  of  the  indefensible. 
What  is  particularly  interesting 
about  this  phenomenon   is  the 
nice-nelliness  with  which  we  de-

scribe  some  of  the  characteris- 
tic deviltries  of  our  era. 

Says  Mr.  Orwell:  "Things  like 
the  continuance  of  British  rule  in 
India,  the  Russian  purges  and  de- 
portations, the  dropping  of  the 
atom  bombs  on  Japan,  can  indeed 
be  defended,  but  only  by  argu- 
ments which  are  too  brutal  for 
most  people  to  face  and  which  do 
not  square  with  the  professed 
aims  of  political  parties.  Thus  po- 
litical language  has  to  consist 
largely  of  euphemism,  question- 
beggring  and  sheer  cloudy  vague- 
ness." 

Defenseless  villages  are 

bombarded  from  the  air,  the  in- 
habitants driven  out  into  the 
countryside,  the  cattle  machine- 
gunned,  the  huts  set  on  fire  with 
incendiary  bullets:  this  is  called 
pacification.  Millions  of  pesLsants 
are  robbed  of  their  farms  and 
sent  trudging  along  the  roads 
with  no  more  than  they  can  car- 
ry :  this  is  called  transfer  of  popu- 
lation or  rectification  of  frontiers. 
People  are  imprisoned  for  years 
without  trial,  or  shot  in  the  back 
(rf-  the  neck  or  sent  to  die  of 
scurvy  in  Arctic  liunber  camps: 
this  called  elimination  of  unrelia- 
ble elements.  Such  phraseology  is 
needed  if  one  wants  to  name 
things  without  calling  up  mental 
pictures  of  them." 

Our  time  is  full  of  what  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt,  in  one  of  his  in- 
spired bursts  of  phrase-making, 
described  as  "weasel  words."  And 
the  sad  part  of  it  is  that  they 
are  most  frequently  used  in  appli- 
cation to  those  things  which  have 
the  most  direct  bearing  on  the 
future  welfare  of  mankind.  Mr. 
Orwell  remarks  that,  "When  the 
general  atmosphere  is  bad,  lan- 
guage must  suffer,"  £ind  he  goes 
on  to  make  a  supposition  which 
seems  to  me  reasonable:  "I 
should  expect  to  find — this  is  a 
gue^s  which  I  have  not  sufficient 


•wledge  to  verify— that  the 
German,  Russian  and  Italian  lan- 
guages have  all  deteriorated  in 
the  last  ten  qr  fifteen  years,  as  a 
result  of  dictatorship."  I  say  it 
seems  to  be  reasonable  because 
even  in  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  the  growth  of  bu- 
reaucracy, If  not  comparable  to 
that  of  the  totalitarian  states,  has 
been  sufficient  to  make  percepti- 
ble inroads  on  the  language,  and 
they  have  not  been  In  the  direc- 
tion of  its  improvement.  To  those 
who  are  skeptical,  I  recommend 
a  reading  of  Ivor  Brown's  intro- 
duction to  "A  Word  in  Your  Ear." 

To  this  department  words  seem 
more  important  today — their 
meaning  ajid  the  exact  use  of 
them — than  at  any  time  in  the 
history  of  the  human  race.  I 
think  they  are  being  debased 
faster  than  ever  before.  Like 
money,  they  are  counters  of  ex- 
change, but  with  the  difference 
that  words  are  living  tissue,  sen- 
sitive organisms  that  require  the 
most  careful  handling.  When  they 
are  shoved  in  the  slot  like  tokens 
on  a  bus,  as  if  they  were  all 
stamped  in  the  same  moid,  or 
when  they  are  used,  as  in  the 
instances  cited  by  Mr.  Orwell,  to 
act  like  the  inky  effluvia  of  the 
squid,  they  become  obscuring  and 
destructive  forces  of  great  po- 
tency. 

I  SUSPECT  that  one  of  the  first 
steps  necessary  to  getting  our- 
selves out  of  the  mess  that  w» 
are  In  is  to  become  clear  in  o\M 
minds  as  to  just  what  we  meais 
by  certain  words  ("democracy" 
for  example)  and  to  protest  when 
we  feel  that  they  are  loosely  gr 
Inappropriately  used.  I  thiiflc 
Mr.  Orwell  Is  altogether  rigW; 
when  he  assumes  that  "the  pres- 
ent political  chaos  is  connected 
with  the  decay  of  language,"  nor 
does  it  seem  to  me  unrea.sonaWe 
that  "one  can  probably  briag 
about  some  improvement  by 
starting  at  the  verbal  end  "
